Great  Society  Faces  Nixon 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - When 
Richard  M.  Nixon  takes  the 
presidential  oath  today,  he  will 
inherit  government  social 
machinery  that  has  grown  ten-fold 
since  he  left  Washington  eight  years 
ago. 

The  Great  Society  programs 
President  Johnson  is  leaving 
behind,  coupled  with  innovations 
of  President  Kennedy,  have 
changed  the  face  of  domestic 
government  during  the  eight 
Democratic  years. 

By  one  White  House  calculation, 
390  programs  have  been  added. 


When  Republicans  President 
Eisenhower  and  Vice  President 
Nixon  took  command  in  1953, 
they  faced  another  domestic 
face-lifting  that  had  been 
accomplished  by  Democratic 
presidents  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt 
and  Harry  S.  Truman. 

The  Eisenhower  administration 
tinkered  with  some  of  the 
programs  and  added  others  of  its 
own— but  it  did  not  substantially 
reduce  government  involvement. 

Nixon  likely  couldn’t  roll  back 
the  whole  Great  Society  if  he 
wanted  to— and  there’s  no 
indication  that  he  does. 


But  he  faces  numerous  decisions 
about  whether  programs  should  be 
shifted  to  different  agencies  or 
lower  levels  of  government, 
whether  some  efforts  should  be 
accelerated  or  curtailed,  and 
whether  he  should  recommend 
new  concepts  in  some  areas  of  the 
Great  society. 

From  planning  whole  model 
cities  to  making  grants-in-aid  to 
sculptors,  the  Kennedy  New 
Frontier  and  Johnson  great  Society 
have  moved  into  virtually  every 
facet  of  life. 

Outgoing  presidential  adviser 
Joseph  A.  Cahfano  Jr.  estimated 
there  were  45  domestic  social 
programs  when  Eisenhower  left 
office.  Now  there  are  435,  he  says. 

Rep.  William  V.  Roth  Jr., 
(R-Del.),  compiled  last  year  a 
listing  of  all  operating  federal 
assistance  programs.  He  came  up 
with  1,019  but  some  of  those  are

The  new  executive  is  currently 
president  of  the  East  Sharon  Stake 
of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints. 

He  obtained  his  B.S.  degree  from 
BYU,  where  he  was  student  body 
president,  and  his  M.S.  degree  at 
Denver  University.  Joining  the 
BYU  administration  in  1952,  he 


had  been  budget  director  for  the 
Hot  Shoppes,  a national  restaurant 
chain,  in  Washington,  D.C.

BUDGETS  COMPARED 

President  Johnson’s  new  federal 
budget  shows  $31  bilhon  is  being 
spent  during  the  budget  year  that 
began  last  July  on  selected 
programs  in  community 
development,  housing,  education, 
manpower,  health,  welfare, 
recreation,  business  development, 
transportation  and  rural 
improvement— the  heartland  of  the 
Great  Society.  And  that  doesn’t 
include  Social  Security  benefits. 

Roughly  comparable  figures 
totaled  less  than  $6  billion  for  the 
1961  fiscal  year,  the  last  budgeted 
by  Eisenhower.  Even  in  fiscal 
1964,  Kennedy’s  last  budget  year, 
the  total  was  only  $ 1 0 billion. 

While  money  programs  have 
constituted  the  bulk  of  expanded 
domestic  legislation,  they  haven’t 
been  the  sole  component  of  the 
Great  Society. 

The  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1954 
outlawed  discrimination  in 
employment,  for  example,  and  the 
Truth-in-Lending  Act  in  1968 
requires  disclosure  of  credit  costs 
in  retail  and  other  credit  plans.

Foreigners  Evaluate 

The  Johnson  Years 


38  Dead  In  Pacific  Jetliner  Craski 


LONDON  (AP)-From  abroad, 
President  Johnson  was  widely 
viewed  Sunday  as  departing  office 
with  a record  of  formidable 
domestic  achievements 
overshadowed  by  his  pursuit  of  the 
Vietnam  war. 

A sampling  of  the  foreign  press 
showed  that  his  successor,  Richard 
M.  Nixon,  is  expected  to  preserve 
much  of  Johnson’s  “Great 
Society’’  legislation,  while 
embarking  on  a major  re-shuffle  of 
America’s  commitments  around 
the  world. 

“The  personal  tragedy  of 
Lyndon  Johnson  is  that  Vietnam 
submerged  his  achievements  at 
home,”  said  the  Sun  of  London. 
“Judged  by  them  alone  he  would 
rank  as  a notable  president.” 

In  Poland,  the  newspaper 
Warsaw  Life  said  Johnson’s 


administration  shows  a “totally 
negative  balance  sheet.”  It  said: 
“There  has  been  no  single  positive 
step  in  disarmament,  the  nuclear 
nonproliferation  treaty  is  still 
unratified  by  the  Senate,  the 
German  problem  is  stalled,  and 
U.S.  aid  and  support  has 
contributed  to  Israeli  agression.” 
At  home,  it  said,  the  “Great 
Society  still  remains  only  on 
paper.” 


In  West  Germany,  the  Hamburg 
weekly  Die  Zeit  said:  “The 
prognosis  for  American  world 
politics  during  the  Nixon  era  will 
be:  more  of  the  same,  but  minus 
the  Vietnam  issue. 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)-A 
Denver-bound  jetliner  with  38 
aboard  crashed  in  the  Pacific, 
apparently  in  flames,  shortly  after 
takeoff  Saturday  night.  A massive 
search  Sunday  failed  to  find  any 
survivors. 

Rescuers  recovered  one  male 
body  along  with  pieces  of  the 
fuselage  and  mail  sacks  in  the 
shark-infested  waters  near  Malibu, 
a few  miles  west  of  where  15 
persons  were  killed  in  another 
jetliner  crash  Monday  night. 

The  United  Airlines  Boeing  727 
plunged  into  the  sea  less  than  five 
minutes  after  taking  off  from  Los 
Angeles  International  Airport  in  a 
light  rainfall.  It  was  bound  for 
Denver  and  Milwaukee,  Wis. 

BALL  OF  FIRE 


The  wreckage  of  the  plane  was 
spread  over  half  a mile. 


Authorities  said  they  could  not 
determine  if  the  jet  had  exploded 
in  flight.  But  an  armrest  recovered 
from  the  debris  was  reported 
twisted  into  a shape  that  might 
indicate  an  explosion.
